From BUP and AP Despatches 
TOKYO, Oct. 13.—A powerful 37-ship armada headed 
by the U.S. battleship Missouri strewed death and destruc 
tion along a 105-mile stretch of the North Korean coast 
just south of the Soviet border today for the second 
straight day. It included Canadian warships. 

The naval bombardment virtually completed the 
destruction of Chungjin, only 49 miles from Soviet 
border, and at least two other key ports and railway 
centres on Russia's main supply route to the hard- 
pressed Korean Reds, 

Carrier planes from the task force roamed 275 miles

The kind of opposition that is being 
offered to the Miracle Mile city centre pro- 
ject, in the city council at least, is so mean, 
gmail] and carping that it must affront the 
good sense of responsible citizens.

Alderman Hanna's sophistry stopped 
ghort of suggesting that the names of 
Lawyer Stan Ross and three or four 
wealthy property owners should also go 
on the ballot as objectors. But his proposal 
could have been made no sillier by the ad- 
dition. ; 


Canada’s Dignity is 


The terrific heartburning suffered by 
those who read too quickly and judge too 
hastily over what hysterical persons called 
the training of Canadian troops in the 
United States has been a wasted pang. 

It turns out to be a complete miscon- 
ception. 

Two or three days ago, this journalistic 
wail went up over some alleged plan to 
train Canada’s Korean expeditionary force 
at Fort Lewis, Washington. 

Some local patriots declared that Can- 
ada's prestige would suffer through this 
confessed inability to fit her own soldiers 
for battle. They wanted to know what the 
government meant by it. 


The council did approve this agreement 
and the recitation of that approval is the 
only way in which the agreemeat could 
be identified to the voters. 

It only goes to show to what juvenile 
lengths such men as Alderman Hanna will 
go to defeat a project that cannot be de- 
feated on its merits. 

Then Alderman Mitchell came to bat 
with another objection about the word 
“agreement.” It should not be called an 
agreement, he warmly declared, because it 
was only an option. 

It required the legal intervention of 
Alderman Ford to acquaint Alderman 
Mitchell with the simple and basic fact 
that an option is an agreement. 

This childish boggling at words, this 
frantic attempt by Aldermen Hanna and 
Lawson to drop the ¢ouncil approval from 
the ballot when it is actually the council’s 
action that the burgesses are asked to sup- 
port or reject, only affronts honest and 
open-minded citizens who wish to judge 
the plan on its merits. 

There must be something frightfully 
weak about the case of an opposition that 
has to descend to such puerile bickering.

Now it seems that this jaunt by Cana- 
dian troops to Fort Lewis is merely en 
route to Okinawa, that Fort Lewis is not 
to be a training camp at all, but merely 
@ staging camp. 

Inasmuch as the Canadian force, if it 
ever gets to Korea, will likely be fight- 
ing under the United States high command 
and shoulder to shoulder with American 
forces, it is probably a good thing that 
this preliminary exercise in comradeship 
should have been undertaken.

Advantage In 
Re-Valuation 


Editor, Bulletin — I presume 
that most American students like 
myself were quite jolted b le 
apparent suddenness, or rather 
unexpected change in the rela- 
tion between Canadian and Amer- 
iean dollars. To most of us this 
will represent a personal loss 
from at least $50 to more than 
$100—a loss which without undere 
standing might do much to jeop- 
ardize the traditional and har- 
Monious relationship between 
American tourist, students, and 
businessmen with their Canadian 
merchants and friends. This per- 
sonal loss, however, is quite man- 
datory if the economic and de 
fence needs of both our countries 
are ever to be fully realized and 
achieved. 

It has long been established 
that Canada haf greatly depended 
upon goods imported from the 
United States. In fact as late as 
1947 over 75% of all Canadian 
imports came from her friends 
across the border. What is not 
known, however, is the great ex- 
tent to which the people of the 
United States are now depending 
upon certain valuable and neces- 
sary ] 
per, lead, , zine, iron and 
uranium) from the people of the 
Dominion. 

It is true the American depend- 
ence for Canadian products and 
resources has greatly improved 
the better trade and economic 
relationships between these two 
democratic countries. Yet, in spite 
of increased American purchases 
the people of Canada still ended 
up with $110,000,000 trade deficit 
eight months of t 
er years this 


tionary f partially 
absorbed from trade surplus com- 
{ng from other countries. This 
year, however, a deficit instead 
of a surplus is resulting because 
of the greater devaluation of most 
foreign currencies. In America 
this devaluation has taken the 
form of high prices needed to 
off-set the cost of defensive ex- 
pansion as in the case of steeL 
Other business, however, unjust- 
ly followed —defensive and 


--— 


non~lefensive—until finally alli 
American prices were expanding. 

The result was that defence in- 
dustries in the States could not 
pass off the additional costs need- 
ed for expansion since most all 
other businesses increased their 
prices corresponding. This situa- 
tion had in part a needless and 
unjust inflationary influence not 

ily to the people of the U.S. but 
so to the people of the Do- 
minion. As to whether the Cana- 
dian Government has found the 
best possible answer to this situa- 
tion remains to be seen. But re 
gardless of what immediate ef- 
fects be achieved the es- 
tablishment of Canadian and 
American currency upon a more 
just and equitable basis will in 
my opinion pave the way for a 
better relationship between these 
two democratic and independent 
nations, Certainly no patriotic 
American will let the sacrifice of

Big Fire Might 
Help Saint John 


The newcomer to Saint John, 
New Brunswick, Canada’s first 
incorporated city, doesn't know 
whether to caH the old port 
“quaint,” and let it go at that, 
or come to the reluctant con- 
clusion that it's the grimiest 
slum town in the country. 

For the tourist, as we've been 
the last couple of days, it’s sort 
of baffling. Your mind never 
quite knows what to enjoy as 
charmingly historic. Or what to 
condemn as tragic squalor. 

You're uncertain about whether 
all this should be preserved as 
a grand link with Canada's earli- 
est days. Or whether a good, big, 
hot fire wouldn't be the best thing 
that ever happened here. 

Parts of Saint John are won- 
derfully colorful. Market Slip, 
for instance, It pokes a stubby 
finger of the harbor right into 
the heart of the old town. Fish- 
ing schooners at the wharves 
lift and drop with the tremendous 
Bay of Fundy tides no more than 
a block from Zeller’s, the Bank 
of Montreal and Household Fin- 
ance. , 


The Flavor 
Of History 

You learn that this is where 
the Loyalists landed in 1783. 
Over there, where the Bank of 
Montreal stands, was once a cof- 
fee house where citizens gathered 
to discuss Waterloo. Benedict 
Arnold lived for a time just up 
yonder street. What's more, if 
you sit on the old wharf in the 
sun, as we did yesterday, you 
can taste the flavor of history. 

But history and age are less 
kind when it comes to housing. 
You can spend a whole morning 
driving about Saint John and 
shuddering at the rotting broken- 
down hovels and tenements, 

Some are empty, with signs on 
them saying they are condemned 
as dwellings. It seems like a 
purely arbitrary choice. Almost 
all of them in the central part of 
the city appear to be in the last 
Stages of decay. 


Rebuilt 
In Haste 


Seem to be a number of reasons 
for this. The most interesting is 
that much of the original Saint 
John was destroyed by fire in 
the summer of 1877. 

The town was rebuilt in a great 
rush before the winter set in, 
Saint John never recovered from 
its hurry. The residents point out, 
too, that the city grew swiftly 
and then stopped growing. “We 
haven't got rid of our mistakes,” 
one old-timer told us. 

Went around to see Saint 
John’s phenomena, the famous 
“reversing falls rapids,” but I 
must report that Moncton’s 
“bore” has the edge. Least, it 
seems that way to us. 

What happens here as you 
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@ust know, Is that the Saint 
John River flows quite normally 
into the Bay of Fundy, while the 
tide is low. Then when the tide 
comes in (to a height of 28 feet 
in the harbor) the river puts in 
its clutch and goes into reverse, 


My Big 
Money Deal 

At St. Stephen, where you 
cross the River St. Croix into 
the United States, we had a fine 
farewell Canadian dinner and I 
let the gang shoot the works, 
Money was no object. I reasoned, 
since I'd just closed a big inter- 
national financial deal with. 
harrumph!—a modest profit, 

What happened was this: 
When we walked into the bank 
‘at Saint John Monday morning 
to change our Canadian money 
into that nice U.S. stuff, the 
clerk suggested we might tarry 
awhile. Canadian dollar had 
just been cut loose and wag on 
its own. 

If we bought now, we'd pay 
$1.10 for every American dollar. 


.lt we waited a couple of hours - 


until the New York market got 
going we might get it a little 
cheaper. Course, he said, it 
might go the other way, too, and 
he wouldn't want to advise us. 

Since the news for two days 
had been predicting that the 
Canadian buck might go right 
up to par, this looked like a 
good bet. We adjourned for 
breakfast and returned an hour 
later to find we'd saved our- 
selves one and three-quarter cents 
on every dollar. 

Easiest money I ever made— 
which, of course, is saying some- 
thing. 


Sound Alarm; 
Canucks Coming 


Found the customs and immi- 
gration men at St. Stephen and 
at Calais, on the American side, 
remarkably pleasant. The two 
towns get along as one and, with 
the possible exception of Wind- 
sor-Detroit, it's probably the 
friendliest stretch of the border. 

We heard some amusing 
stories about the traffic across 
the line, 

One concerned a clearing-out 
sale of cheap alarm clocks held 
by a jewelry shop on the Ameri- 
can side, A number of St. Steph- 
en's shoppers came over to the 
US, side for the bargain, hid the 
clocks in various unlikely places 
and started out for home. But the 
jeweler, a practical joker, had 
cunningly set all the alarms to 
explode in the customs house.

TALK IS FREER 

Unlike the Americans, ho cus- 
tomarily maintain a thick shroud of 
secrecy over their operations, Al-, 
bertans talk fairly freely. And even 
where a well ie drilled as a ‘tight 
hole,’ the bosses will frequently 
allow news to slip out. 

“We work like the devil for days 
to get a little information on 4 
dry hole,” complained one scout. 
“And what happens? The boss gets 
his head together with the boys 
at the club and he has the whole 
story in five minutes.” 

In the wild and woolly days of 
American ofl development, a scout 
often had an exciting existence. He 
spent much of his time peering 
through binoculars at the ‘enemy 
positions and ran the risk of get- 
ting his head bloodied. Sometimes 
he did a little head bloodying him- 
} self. 

Things were fast and disorganized 
and, in the United States, the situa- 
tion remains somewhat the same 
today, In Alberta, things are dif- 
forent, however, with government 
owning a large part of the mineral 
rights and controlling the develop- 
ment, 


HANDOUTS NOW 

As & result, the scout finds him- 
self collecting a good deal of in- 
formation as handouts direct from 
the head offices of opposition com- 
panies—a degrading experience for 
a spy. 

And the modern scout never 
uses binoculars to get his material 

“Glasses you drink out of will 
get you a lot more informat: yn than 
the kind you look through,” one 
wout commented 

Almost all scouts today are ynl- 
versity trained geologists who can 
plece together fragments of infor- 
mation into a neat oll picture As 
in the rough, knuckle-dusting days 
of old, their job is to get informa- 
tion In fast to thelr companies to 
put them ina good running posh 
tlon when the rush starte to a new 
‘hot’ area 

“Things aren't as hectic as 
used to be,” commented an under- 
cover man with one of the large 
independents, “But this is still a 
game where hours count When & 
strike is made, the price of land 
goes up a thousand per cent. A 
good scout can get his outfit in 
there before the price skyrockets.”
